A t i o'clock th is m orning, a fte r iKe 
n ig h t ;sh ift w as prep arin g to com e from 
w ork, eith er an earthriuake o r a volcanic 
eruption occurred on top of T u rtle m oun 
tain, w hich overlooks F ra n k . T here w as 
a trem endous upheaval w hich aw oke all 
sleepers 
)vho believed th e end of th e 
world h d eofne , T he en tire side of the 
m ountain w s^éitnpvéd by th e disturbance 
and m illions of tons of rock scattered Ilk» 
chaff over the tow n. M ine buildings and 
m ine en tran ces w ere buried under a pllu 
of debris hundreds o f feet deep. 
N ine 
houses in th e village w ere burled under 
rock. 
R oofs w ere crushed _ in like egg 
shells and everyone inside perished. All 
m en w orking a t the m ine on outside jobs 
w ere in stan tly killed. 
I t Is supposed 120 
m en w ere th u s killed, although the exact 
num ber Is not known. 
T he records of 
the office and payroll ar« buried under 
an im m ense pile of borken rock. 
T he 
tw enty-eight or th irty m en w ho w orked 
in the sh a ft are Im prisoned by the de­ 
bris and a re undoubtedly doom ed. 
I t 
will tak e days to dig through the pile of 
rock and It will be ImpdSsible to rescue 
th»-m. 
It Is not likely even th eir dead 
bodies will be recovered for tw o o r three 
weeks. No attem p t to com pile the list of 
dead h as been made. People of the tow if 
a re panic stricken, as the m ountain la 
still ^scattering rock and no one knowi« 
how soon th e d isa ster m ay be duplicated. 
The uninjured in h ab itan ts a»e divided be- 
tv/een a desire to st^ y and bury th e dead 
and an impul.se to seek a place of safety 
before they are overw helm ed by a greatei 
calam aity.

V ancouver, B. C., April 29.—O verw helm ­ 
ed by tons of rock th is m orning, w ith 
»he probability of 112 of its in h ab itan ts 
killed, the town of F ran k , Southw estern 
A lberta, is to night threatened w ith com ­ 
plete destruction by a flood. 
Old M an's 
river, whTch flows tliroug the center of 
the tow n, is dam m ed w ith fallen rocks to 
to a heighth of nearly 100 feet. 
T he w a­ 
ters of the river are thLs evening dam m ed 
up for m iles and the entire valley flood­ 
ed. 
A big body of w ater Is pressing up­ 
on the dam —the only protection the town 
has—unle.ss the river finds an o th er ch an ­ 
nel. 
Should the dam break the en tire 
village will be sw ept iW ay. 


A dditional details of the d isaster say 
th a t the explosion occurred ju st as the 
m orning light w as breaking and th o se ' 
aw akened by the crash saw hurled from 
the top of T u rtle m ountain m illions of 
tons of rock. Im m ediately a rescue p arty 
sta rted to the relief of m iners, b u t w as 
unable to get Into the mine. 
They got 
nt a r enough to determ ine th a t not a m an 
had e.scaped death. 
M any w ere fearfully 
m angled. 
Tho.se em ployed above ground 
were killed Instantly, w hile others in the 
w orkings m ay be alive if they have air. 
M any d%vellings in the town w ere demol-. 
ished by falling rock.

I t w as expected generally th a t 
he would leave his train a t the. union s ta ­ 
tion and a dense th ro n g had congregated 
there. 
B u t to avoid ju st such an as- 
seinblajge, . arran g em en ts w ere m ade 
;Jiave him*, l ^ v e th e train a t B’orsythe 
Junction.,, tbre«' m iles from th e center of I 
th e city;-. A t F o rsy th e junction he w as 
m et and escorted to the good roads con 
ventiop ‘ for a brief attdres.<i. 
M em bers 
c : the national com m ission of the world 
fair, a reception com m ittee headed by 
i'resld en t F ran cis and a crow d bfy spec 
ta to rs w ere present to welcom e th e presi 
dent Into the M ound City. 


F o r an hour before the train arVivéd 
r«iops‘ of m ilitia and squadrons- of'p o llce 
were stationed ab o u t the point of dlsem ' 
barka,tion to prevent à crush. P resident 
F ra n cis sei*ed th e hand of the president 
and gave h im a n inform al welcome to St 
Loulls. 
M ayor W'ells and o th ers of. the 
co m m ittees'sh o o k h ands w ith the presI 
d« n t and a fte r th is brief and inform al re­ 
ception he w as escorted to a carriage. 
M ayor Welhs, S enator C a rter and Secre 
ta ry I.,oeb accom panied the p resid en t iif 
the carriage, w hich w as a t once driven to 
the convention, ' followed by m ilitary and 
police. 
People c»ngregated 
along th e 
streets, w ildly cheering as they passed 
H e continually do/fed 
his h a t in ac­ 
know ledgem ent. 
T he hall w as packed 
when the president., arrived to address 
the Good R oads' a.ssociation. 
T he presi­ 
dent spoke strongly in favor of good 
roads, declaring th a t roads tell of the 
greatn ess of a nation. “ Rome, the m ost 
pow erful of olden civilizations,” he said, 
lef{ h er Im press on litera tu re; chang­ 
ed th e boundaries of nations, but plain­ 
er th an any th in g else left to rem ind us 
R om an civilization are the Rom an 
road.s.” A t this point the crow d ro.se as 
one m an and cheered, w aving handker­ 
chiefs and hats. H e cited the benefits of 
good roads, especially to farm ers. 
He 
referred to benefits to the country dis­ 
tricts, of the trolley, telephone and rurai 
free delivery and closed w ith the asser­ 
tion th a t good roads would prove the 
g reatest benefit of all. 


F rom the convention hall the president 
w as driven to the St. Louis university, 
and a 
few m inutes later, w ith other 
guests, repaired to the hom e of P resident 
F ran cis for dinner. 


F orm er P resident 
Cleveland 
arrived 
about 6 o'clock. M eantim e the diplom atic 
corps arrived and w ere escorted to q u ar 
ters assigned to them . 
Cleveland w as 
greeted by President F rancis and the re. 
ceptlon com m ittee and escorted through 
aisles form ed by the crowd to a carriage 
and driven to the residence of P resident 
F rancis, 
w here P resident 
Roosevelt is 
also a guest. 


T he president spoke briefly to C ardinal 
Gibbons, clergj'm en and students, prais­ 
ing the w ork they had perform ed and 
the effects w hich he had .seen, especially 
am ong the Indians. H e expressed adm ira­ 
tion for the "grand a c t,” which w as near 
ing the end as the president appeared. 
T his act, considered one of the m ost 
arduous ordeals know n in the world of 
m ental effort, w as perform ed by Rev. P. 
Joashlm V lllalonga. » It consisted of re­ 
futing w ith clean logic all a tta c k s m ade 
by several professors of theology from 
th e highest C atholic sem inaries of the 
countrj'. 
The ordeal began a t 10 o’clock 
this m orning. 


T he p re^ d e n t attended a m eeting a t 
M usic hall linder the auspices of the 
F ran z Sigel M onum ent association. 
Ad­ 
dressing 3,000 people, the president p ra is­ 
ed the valor of Sigel, who, he said "set a 
stan d ard to which we m ust rise in these 
tim es of peace.” A t the conclusion of the
